Mr. McHenry, the third candidate, will poll about 40,000.

Mr, Thompson has been defeated by the division in the rote 


created by IHr. McHenry's entrance into the race. 


The Capital Times has no information as to the influences 


that were back of the McHenry candidacy. It was something 
novel to have a man of McHenry's obscurity aspire to such a 
high office as the senatorship and it is quite fair to assume tha.t 
Mr. McHenry entered the race without any hope of victory. 


Mr. McHenry is a man without any great amount of wealth. 


It wonH be interesting to ascertain from what source the funds 
came that enabled McHenry literature and posters to appear in 
saeh large quantities throughout the state. 


W« do know that the favorite method of organized wealth 


to defeat the opposition is to divide the enemy's strength. This 
oM maneuver has saved Lenroot. 


* * * 


' Jim Thompson, np against almost insurmountable obstacles, 


conducted a wonderful campaign. In a straight out and out is- 
sue between the people on one side and reaction on the other 
Thompson would have defeated Lenroot by a big majority. But 


v-th» weii and dry issue, in the McHenry candidacy, was used to 


smear the real issue. 


In sections of the state that are "wet" the newspapers and 


th« underground workers peddled the stories that Thompson 
was an extreme dry. In the dry sections of the state word was 
passed out that Thompson was wet. 


Here is a sample of the campaign methds used: 
On the Thursday before the primary, The Sheboygan Press, 


a democratic paper, editorially stated that Thompson "was an 
extreme dry and had the support of the Anti-Saloon league."
